The disposal site is usually 
closed on Sunday, but the select- 
men voted to open it during the 
next two weeks as an accomoda- 
tion to those who are cleaning up 
their premises.

School 
Budget 
Slashed 


$103,000 has finally and formally 
been voted out of the school budget. 

$44,000 for the computer center 
quickly went down the drain Tues- 
day night, andthe school committee 
cut the transportation budget by 
$20,000 in an attempt to approach 
the stipulations of town meeting’s 
Coderre amendment (cut trans- 
portation by $43,000) with the 
least harm to the program. 

Elimination of late bus trans- 
portation starting Monday cut out 
$6, 500. 

Extending the school walking 
limits next September to the state 
requirements, one and ahalf miles 
for elementary students, two miles 
for secondary, took $10,000 out 
of transportation. Another $4,000 
was cut out by cancelling a yew 
bus item. 

The school committee could have 
cut an additional $10,000 by elimi- 
nating the noon kindergarten buses 
next September, but refused this 
cut for safety reasons. Member 
Dr. Daniel Frishman, ruefully say- 
ing he supposed he was ‘‘zapping’’

Mass. Police Guild 


Warns Businessmen 


The Police Guild of Massachu- 
setts has issued: a warning to 
Massachusetts businessmen to be- 
ware of the ‘‘Boiler Room 
Operators,’’ who have been milk- 
ing firms of over a million 
dollars from false advertising in 
ad books. 

The Guild outlined the dealings 
of these men, who capitalize on 
people’s charitableness by so- 
liciting advertising for worthy 
causes - causes which are 
nothing but a front for the Opera- 
tors’ wallets. The solicitation of 
ads is done over the telephone; 
firms are asked for financial sup- 
port for such enterprises as aid 
to needy children. Once the busi- 
nessman has promised a donation, 
a collector arrives at his office 
hours later - or, at the latest, 
on the following day - to pick up 
the money. 


The Guild has_ stressed the 
reasoning behind the use of col- 
lectors in these devious opera- 
tions. First, a collector is sent 
over quickly before a man has 
time to change his mind, or be- 
fore suspicion could cause adonor 
to investigate the validity of the 
cause he is supporting. But, more 
importantly, the Roiler Room men 
use collectors because, if they 


' used the mails, they would be apt 


to come under the surveillance of 
the Post Office Department, and 
could subsequently be indicted for 
using the mails as a means of 
defrauding. 


Once the money is collected, 
the worthy cause for which it was

originally intended never sees it. 
In some cases, the promoters turn 
over only ten percent of the checks 
received. The Police Guild states 
that any cash goes directly into 
the pockets of these con artists. 
Thus, scarcely any of the proceeds 
goes toward charity; or, ifit does, 
it is an inconsequential: amount 
which is always a figure trimmed 
far below the initial donation. 

The Guild summed up its report 
with a three-point admonishment 
to businessmen: 

1. Do Not pay any collectors. 

2. Never give any money for 
any cause without checking uponit 
first; and be certain to establish 
how much of your money is going 
to the cause and exactly where 
the cause is located. 

3. Most important, never pay 
until you have seen the finished 
ad book, and insist on seeing 
all of it - not just one sheet 
that may never have been part of 
any publication. 

By observing the above ground 
rules, businessmen won't be 
milked of funds unnecessarily - 
and the Boiler Room Operators’ 
unscrupulous activities will be 
thwarted,

to go through and climb on, andthe 
Tugboat, an 18’x10’ simplified boat 
shape, with cabin, smokestack and 
turnable wheel. This will ‘‘float®’ 
in the school’s moat, whose water 
is imaginary, except in the rainy 
season. 

The fort is almost done, and the 
big problem, according to Prin- 
cipal Earl Simon, is to keep the 
fascinated schoolchildren away 
from the fort until the students have 
completed it. Simon has the safety 
factor in mind in these precau- 
tions and in modifications he has 
suggested. Teacher MacMurray 
and teaching fellow Fernando Gon- 
zales will be up on the roof with 
hammers, helping the designer 
Dick Griffin, and fellow student 
John Grant, while 20 Bancroft 
children down below are watching 
every hammer stroke with open- 
mouthed anticipation. 

MacMurray set his students a 
course that was more than some 
of them had bargained for when they 
signed up for architecture, 

The students first visited some 
model playgrounds in the Boston 
area. They talked with Bancroft 
schoolchildren, designed anumber 
of original playground equipment 
designs, and built scale models 
of them. But that was just the 
beginning. 

MacMurray doesn’t believe in 
designing architecture in a 
vacuum; he wanted the student 
to face the problems of public 
relations, ‘‘selling’ his design 
to the client, and also the 
engineer’s problem of building the 
design to actually work - all within 
the budget. 

The class showed their scale 
models to students and adminis- 
trators at Bancroft and the super- 
intendent, to find out which design

Week project of PA student Fritz 
Drury, who borrowed a foam 
machine from his father, Yale 
Architecture Professor Ralph 
Drury, to build it. MacMurray 
and the class were so impressed 
that they bought the igloo with 
$100 of their budget, painted it, 
and incorporated it in to their 
playground plan. 

The Slide was designed andcon- 
structed by Jane Harlan (Abbot) 
aided by Henry Chandler, Brantley 
Goodwin and Philip Kann. Geof- 
frey Foisse and Jay Carroll are 
responsible for the Tugboat, while 
the Barrel, Box and Spool struc- 
ture is the structure of Trip An- 
derson and Peter Sachs. 

School Superintendent Dr. 
Kenneth R. Seifert calls the whole 
process ‘‘just tremendous, from 
an educational point of view, and 
of course a marvelous bargain for 
the school system. With Mac- 
Murray, I knew we would get a 
first-rate building operation. I’m 
delighted.’”” PA students say 
Seifert gave them the green light 
last fall, told them to listen to 
children’s ideas and go to it.

Health Program Objectives 


Miss Anita Charpentier 


Andover’s curriculum for 
HR&HL -- Human Relationships 
and Healthful Living -- sees health 
education as a birth to death 
process, and tries to help students 
to understand, develop and improve 
personal and social relationships 
through a better concept of them- 
selves and others. 

Behind this tall order stands 
Miss AnitaC harpentier, Andover’s 
coordinator of health education; 
this includes education in human 
growth and development, sex edu- 
cation, education on drugs and 
alcohol. MissCharpentier says the 
curriculum now being established 
in the schools is designed to sup- 
plement the combined efforts of 
home, church and community. The 
aim is good mental health. 

One of the new coordinator’s 
specialties has been work with 
the whole community, as well as 
schools, and a principal project 
this year has been working with a 
group of students, school adminis- 
trators and parents who are de- 
veloping a comprehensive drug 
policy for the Andover schools. 
The TOWNSMAN has learned that 
this policy is complete, and will 
be published shortly. 

Miss Charpentier was a hospital 
nurse for 20 years, as a staff 
nurse, private nurse, school 
nurse - across the board. She 
believes every one should change 
their job in some meaningful way 
every five years, even if itdoesn’t 
mean quitting one job for another - 
to keep from getting stale. 

Miss Charpentier then spent 10 
years as the Health Curriculum: 
Coordinator of the Newton Schools, 
before coming to Andover. 

Before that she was hired as a 
consultant here, after acommunity 
council of teachers, parents clergy 
and other community leaders 
recommended the establishment of 
a K-12 health and family living 
curriculum inthe Andover schools. 
Miss Charpentier led a summer 
workshop for teachers, who then 
began writing a health and family 
living curriculum. This was 
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piloted in the Sanborn Schools 
after parent education classes,. 
and has spread to other schools. 

The school administrations 


evaluation of Miss Charpentier’s 


talents and the needs of the stu- 
dents and the Andover community 
led to hiring Anita Charpentier 
as full-time health coordinator last 
September. Since then she ‘has 
continued to lead teacher work- 
shops in the elementary and junior 
high schools, working her way 
through the system, and also has 
led parent education classes in 
elementary schools. These, she 
adds regretfully, are poorly at- 
tended. 

The Andover schools’ organi- 
zational chart puts Miss Charpen-' 
tier in line as an administrator 
with the principals and directors, 
which shows the importance placed 
upon mental health these days. 
She works with guidance counse- 
lors and teachers in the system, 
parents in the community, and 
is a member of the education 
committee of the Greater Law- 
rence Drug Council. 

Over the past 10 years, Co- 
ordinator and Nurse Charpentier 
has served as consultant on sev- 
eral national groups on health 
and sex education. 

Miss Charpentier underlines the 
fact that the drug policy for the 
Andover schools which is about 
to be published is a joint effort 
of school officials, students and 
parents in the communfty. The 
word community keeps cropping 
up when the Andover schools health 
coordinator talks about mental 
health!

gether with other government of- 

ficials. 

At Monday night’s meeting of 
the selectmen, several persons 
appeared to speak in opposition 
to the new water rates which will 
become effective with the bills 
written in August. 

They objected to the amount of 
the increase which is to be paid 
by the residential consumer, con- 
tending that a greater proportion 
of the increase should be placed 
on the industrial and commercial 
users. 

The new water rate schedule was 
adopted by a 3-2 vote of the 
selectmen at the Jan. 11 meeting 
when the board accepted the 
recommendations of Camp, Dres- 
ser and McKee, the consulting firm 
which made the study and created 
the rate structure designed to 
provide sufficient funds for the 
payment of bonded indebtedness, 
past and future, as well as the 
necessary money to run the dis- 
tribution and maintenance of the 
water system. 

The new rates were instituted 
in anticipation of the construction 
of the new water treatment plant. 

Chairman Robert A. Watters 
joined members Roger W. Collins 
and George E. Heseltine in approv- 
ing the new schedule at the Jan. 
11 meeting, while Selectmen Sidney 
P, White and William Stewart were 
opposed. 

At Monday’s meeting, McQuade 
displayed a chart which showed 
that 94.52 percent of the cost of 
supplying water is charged against 
the residential consumer, 5.35 
percent against the commercial, 
or moderate user and 0.10 percent 
against the industrial consumer. 

Spokesmen for the opposition 
Monday argued that the cost of 
operating the water department 
should be included in the town’s 
general operating expense and as- 
sessed as taxes on all property 
owners, 

The selectmen took the matter 
under consideration at the con- 
clusion of the lengthy hearing.

What Our 


Recycling Pays Off 


Congress has before it legislation which would require 
the federal government to use recycled paper products 
whenever possible. 

The proposal also calls for the General Services Adminis- 
tration (GSA) and the Department of Defense to initiate a 
study to determine the most feasible means of procuring 
and using recycled paper for federal needs. 

Here in Andover, the effort of the Andover Ecology Ac- 
tion (AEA) to recycle paper is meeting with unusual suc- 
cess. 

The AEA is made up of students from the town’s three 
secondary schools. Since last fall, a trailer has been parked 
at the town’s disposal site by the Essex Waste Paper Com- 
pany of Lawrence. | 

Each weekend, members of AEA visit the dump and 
pack all available newspapers and magazines into the trailer. 
Many townspeople who drive to the disposal site have been 
very cooperative and place their own newspapers and 
periodicals in the van. 

The waste paper is sold for $4 a ton. Since the campaign 
began in Andover, AEA has realized a profit of $1,062.40 
from the sale of the donated paper. Almost all of this 
money has been spent on activities to improve the town’s 
environment. 

A study shows that Andover has been collecting 37 per 


cent of its waste paper for recycling. This is a very high per- 


centage, since available figures indicate that other commu- 
nities have a record of from 16 to 22 per cent of its news- 
papers and magazines turned in for recycling. 

In addition to the income from the sale of the paper, re- 
moval of the bundles of paper from the disposal site is a 
great space saver. 


The Congressional bill pressing for more recycling of 


paper is sponsored by Rep. Peter N. Kyros (D-Maine) who 
says: 

“We can estimate that for every 115 pounds of recycled 
paper, one less tree need be cut down.” 

Kyros believes in what he preaches. A news release was 
written on buff colored paper and contained the nota- 


tion: “This is 100 per cent recycled paper produced by the 


Bergstrom Paper Co., Neenah, Wis.” 

He cited the paper used for his press release as an 
example of the high quality product that can be obtained 
through recycling. While this paper was light brown in color, 
Kyros said a completely white office paper is being pro- 
duced by removing ink from old paper and adding re- 
claimed pulp. 

Since more and more people are reading more and more 
newspapers, there is a plentiful supply for recycling and 
the rewards are well worth the effort. 


Highway Use Funds 


Andover and the other Greater Lawrence communities 
some time back decided to let the MBTA, which absorbed 
the former Eastern Mass. St. Rwy. Co. take its buses out of 
the area rather than face the heavy assessments continua- 
tion of the service would bring. 

A campaign is now underway to use state highway funds 
to aid mass transportation. 

The Massachusetts Highway Users Conference, made up 
of 25 statewide organizations, ranging from automobile 
clubs and truckers to the Farm Bureau and the state 
Grange, has voted unanimously to fight any attempt to use 
state highway funds for non-highway purposes. 

Milo E. Jordan, MHUC chairman, says the legislature 
will be asked to approve a constitutional amendment that 
would make the highway fund available to assist mass 
transportation. 


“It’s the same old story of making the motorist the 


scapegoat for somebody else’s transportation ills, says 
Jordan. “It is strictly an attempt to force motorists from 
throughout the Commonwealth to pick up the tab for the 
financial headaches of the MBTA, including a payroll top- 
heavy with executives and the highest paid transit workers 
in the world.” 

No doubt the pending legislation will win support from 
Boston area legislators who enjoy the convenience of the 
MBTA. But to those who live beyond the MBTA service 
area, taking funds away from highway use to swell the 
coffers of the deficit-ridden MBTA should receive short 
shrift.

In view of the 
controversies which have arisen 
in both those communities, and 
the methods of handling them, can 
anyone fairly assume that Andover 
would be better governed if the 
system of either Methuen or Law- 
rence were substituted for our 
present system? 

I ask this question without there- 
by intending to cast any reflection 
upon the personnel of the Methuen 
town meeting representatives, or 
upon the Lawrence officials, as. 
believe it is the defect inherent in 
thesystems themselves which has 
been responsible for the situations 
which have arisen. 

_ suffer from the lack of direct 
citizen participation afforded by 
the open town meeting. 

As to any defects in Andover’s 
present system, there are 
measures which can be readily 
taken to remove some of the most 
obvious ones. Without limiting 
any citizen’s right of expression, 
interminable speeches can be 
avoided by setting before-hand a 
reasonable time limit for all; and 
speakers can be held strictly to the 
rule that they must address them- 
selves to the subject at hand. 
Moreover, audience fatigue may 
be lessened by fixing a definite 
adjournment time for night meet- 
ings, to be extended only by ex- 
plicit vote of the meeting. 

Having corrected these defects 
and perhaps some others, it is 
my opinion -that it would be far 
better. to retain our present sys- 
tem, whatever theoretical dis- 
advantages it may have, rather 
than to plunge ourselves into the 
far worse practical difficulties of 
the other systems, which are ap- 
parent to all who follow the news 
items recording the conduct of 
affairs in our sister communities 
of the Merrimack Valley.

again, reiterated that the commit- 
tee should follow the town’s man- 
date even here, even if it causes 
inconvenience and let the mothers 
cover the noon transportation for 
next year, to save the $10,000. 
He opposed cutting out the late 
buses, however, agreeing with 
the teachers’ organization that this 
would discourage students from 
staying for extra help. 

Member Frank Griggs opposed 
the extension of the walking limits, 
saying the town meeting didn’t 
mean for them to take it out of 
transportation, but the rest of 
the committee said that’s exactly 
what the town meeting had voted, 
William Coderre’s amendment. 

“How would you like it,’ said 
Superintendent Seifert, ‘‘if I said 
the town didn’t really meanit when 
they said to take out the computer 
center?’’ 

This still left $37,000 more to 
go, some hard decisions, and some 
hard feelings among some spec- 
tators when the only item, besides 
noon kindergarten busing, that 
emerged unscathed from a list 
of possible cuts was band uni- 
forms! The school committee’s 
position was that they had pro- 
mised this reduced amount to band 
members, who had come to a 
meeting and convinced them that 
decent uniforms were long over- 
due, and necessary. 

Non-computer and non-trans- 
portation items that had to be 
cut to achieve the $103,000 ex- 
pense budget cut were the high 
school radio station ($6,000), 
incinerators ($5,000), equipment 
for various schools in the system 
($5,500), distributive education 
($4,000), a 50 percent cut in the 
maintenance painting program 
($4,000), AV equipment supply 
and film rentals ($4,000) and equip- 
ment for the West Elementary 
School ($10,000). This last item 
provoked sharp questioning from 
the audience, which was assured 
that this was a $10,000 cut from a 
$25,000 budget item for science 
equipment, etc. from the West 
School. 

Chairman William King pointed 


out that the committee had taken 
everything they felt possible out 
of transportation, and still they 


had to dip into the educational 
programs to make up the cuts. 
‘“‘That’s what’s bad about town 
meeting making a cut in a line 
item,’’ he said.

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Which Concerned Owner Of Abbot Home 


The following are exerpts from 
a historical series, written by Kay 
Noyes, which appeared in the 
TOWNSMAN on November 3, 
1955. 

The Benjamin Abbot homestead, 
one of the oldest houses in An- 
dover, is located at 7 Andover St. 
near the Hartwell Abbot bridge. 
It was erected in 1685 by Ben- 
jamin Abbot as a home for Sarah 
farnum, his new bride, and it 
was to become the home of ten 
generations of the Abbot family. 

The two and a half story farm- 
house with its long sloping north- 
ern roof has a great many inter- 
esting as well as unusual features. 
The front walls are most interest- 
ing as they contain a layer of 
brick between the inner and outer 
sheathing of wood. The bricks 
were covered with a plaster made 
from clay and crushed shells mixed 
with straw. The outer boards 
that went over this plaster were 
first called ‘‘clayboards’”’ but 
later became known as ‘‘clap- 
boards.’’ 

The quaint well house on the 
eastern side made it possible for 


the occupants of the homestead 


to draw water without going out-

in stormy weather and safer during 
an Indian attack. Benjamin, when 
he built the attached well house, 
was probably being more cautious 
than most, as his family had ex- 
perienced the terrors of the In- 
dians. A younger brother had 
been captured in the raid of 1676 
and kept in captivity for several 
months before being returned by 
a friendly squaw. Another brother 
was killed in the Indian massacre 
which took place not too far from 
the South Church on Central St. 

The spacious rooms on the 
ground floor radiate from the large 
plastered center chimney and a 
fireplace may be found in every 
room. The kitchen at the time 
it was built was so low studded 
that it was practically impossible 
for a person to stand in an erect 
position. The uncomfortable situa- 
tion was corrected by James Holt, 
2nd, who as the husband of Sarah 
Abbot, eldest child of Benjamin, 
had the back roof raised. In the 
attic, the old rafters of the origi- 
nal roof may be seen with bark 
still on them. 


This weatherbeaten house which 
has stood for almost 300 years 
had not been completed too long 
when its owner became involved

in the trial of Martha Carrier 
for witchcraft. Old records say 
it started with an argument be- 
tween Benjamin Abbot and the 
Carrier family over the laying 
out of a certain amount of land. 
When the argument got out of 
hand, Martha Carrier was said to 
have put a curse on Benjamin 
which was to last seven years. 
Fantastic as it may seem, Ben- 
jamin shortly began to suffer great 
pain from a swelling in his foot 
and from an open sore in his 
side. The accusations of Ben- 
jamin and his wife against Martha, 
the record states, along with in- 
tolerant views of the day, soon 
had Martha on trial for witch- 
craft. It was one of the most 
notable trials ever held in Salem, 
in which the standard judicial pro- 
cedure was quickly circumvented 
with the result that the woman 
was hanged. The troublesome 
foot and the sore which had fes- 
tered on Benjamin’s side since 
he had been supposedly cursed 
soon healed, when Martha Carrier 
was put to death. 

In the early 1800’s, the house 
became the secret meeting place 
of &n abolition society and it has 
been rumored that some of the 
more fervent members concealed 
runaway slaves here. 

In a more gracious vein, the 


_ homestead in the ‘‘gay 90’s’’ under 
the delightful hospitality of Miss 


Mary Alice Abbot became a popu- 
lar rendevouz for guests, who en- 
joyed sipping tea on the front 
lawn under the majestic elm. 

In 1933, the homestead was sold 
by the Abbot family to Mr. Arthur 
who intended 
it for the Society for the Preser- 
vation of Antiquities, but at the 
time they had more old homes 
than they could maintain so were 
It then became 
the property of Mr. Dewing’s 
daughter, Mrs. Lloyd Morain of 
California, who is the present 
owner. 

The charming farmhouse with 
its large barns still stands in all 
its rustic dignity as an enduring 
monument to its original builder.
